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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The request filed on 2/9/07 for a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 
under 37 CFR 1.114 based on parent Application No. 10/796694 is acceptable and a 
RCE has been established. An Action on the RCE follows. 

2. The amendment filed on 2/9/07 has been entered. Applicants have amended 
claims 1-3, 11-13, and 17. Claim 18 is newly added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

Reasons for allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior 
references art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest, at 
least on claims 1 and 17, an electromagnetic component containing curved shape 
conductive traces, each has two terminal ends, each conductive trace formed on an 
insulating layer and positioned to form a multi-layer PCB stack, wherein a first one of 
the conductive trace is formed on the top surface of the PCB stack and a second one of 
the conductive traces are formed on the bottom surface of the PCB, and a plurality of 
conductors interconnecting the terminal ends of each conductive trace to form at least 
one turn of a winding. The component further includes two separate conductive layers, 
wherein one of the separate conductive layer conductively attached to the first 
conductive trace formed on the top surface of the PCB stack, and the other separate 
conductive layer conductively attached to the second conductive trace formed on the 
bottom surface of the PCB stack. 
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None of the references art of record teaches or suggests either alone or in 
combination the two separate conductive layers, in which one of the separate 
conductive layer conductively attached to the top conductive traces (positioned on the 
top surface of the PCB stack) and the other separate conductive layer conductively 
attached to the bottom conductive traces (positioned on the bottom surface of the PCB 
stack). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
